COMMENTS The Regional Planning Department's current practice 


is to refer major Official Plan Amendments and 
major subdivisions to the Departments of Social 
Services and Police. In actual fact, the referral 
of Amendments and plans of subdivision would appear 
to occur at a stage when these proposals have 
reached the advance stage of processing and where 
the comments made by these agencies are received 
too late in the planning process to be effective 
and meaningful. At times it is very difficult to 
incorporate their constructive comments in the 
proposal resulting in unnecessary delay in the 
approval procedure. 


It is of considerable importance that the advice of 
the staff of the Social Services Department is 
obtained in the early stages of the preparation of 
major land use studies as the Social Services Depart- 
ment is responsible for the establishment, erection 
and maintenance of the Homes for the Aged, Day Care 
Centres, Juvenile Delinquent Centres, Homes for 
arpa Persons, etc., in addition to general welfare 
services. 


The Police Department is interested in areas of the 
Region which are considered for extensive development 
or redevelopment. Their concern is to know the location 
and the magnitude of the development proposals sO that 
the Police Department can programme, budget and prepare

in advance for the provision of the police force, ] 
~~ the specialists services, buildings required, etc. fe-¢ 
More particularly, their advice and comments on et ee 
the problems they would encounter in policing some 
of the areas of the Region, particularly those areas 
where new development concepts have been incorporated, 
will be useful in planning for the new or the 
existing communities. 


We feel that these agencies could effectively con- 
tribute in the proper development of the communities 
in the Region. It would therefore be more desirable 
and beneficial to the entire planning process if 
comments from these agencies are obtained during the 
preliminary consideration of land use studies or 
during the review of large subdivision proposals. 
It is also possible at this study review stage to 
assess and give appropriate consideration to the 
total planning concept before a local decision is 
formalized and an Official Plan Amendment prepared. 
To facilitate this consideration it is suggested 
that copies of land use studies be forwarded to the 
Regional Planning Department so that they can be 
sent to the Police, Social Services and Public Works 
ts to facilitate the provision of ted 
Regional comments to the Area Municipalities. With 
respect to plans of subdivision, it would be more 


‘? appropriate for the Area Municipalities to circuiate 


major plans to the Social Services Department and 
all plans to the Regional Police Department as part 
of their normal plan circulation, with copies of 
comments being sent to the Regional Planning Depart- 
ment.

Dear Sir, 


Please find attached a petition from concerned residents of Ponytrail Drive 
and Steepbank Cresent regarding the erosion of our properties by Etobicoke 
Creek. Some of the factors causing the accelerated erosion which hes taken 
place over the past few years are described briefly: 


1, The extensive use of the creek as an outlet for storm sewers with 
resultant rapid rise in the water to above normal levels. 


2. A bridge built by the Markland Woods Golf Club has an easterly concrete 
footing which juts into the creek -a-distance of about 15 feet, and 
deflects the flow of the creek directly towards our properties. 


3. We understand from residents who have been in this area since it was 
first developed, that the creek was moved towards our properties when 
a main sewer pipe was installed in the creek bed, 


Our present concern is the new development north of Burnhamthorpe Rd, which 
has 12' diameter storm sewers emptying into the creek. (pictures enclosed). 
It seems unreasonable that this development be allowed to continue, when it 
is obvious that it will further accelerate the erosion and damage of our 
properties; perhaps the development should be stopped before all of its 
storm sewers are connected, 


it is our feeling that not enough planning was done to correct the problems 
below Burnhamthorpe Rd, regarding high level water conditions during storms 
and the resultant erosion problems, 


Fortunately, the erosion of our properties can easily be rectified, The 
Metropolition Toronto, and Region Conservation Authority have proposed a 
Flood and Erosion study by M. M. Dillion Ltd, Consulting Engineers pertaining 
to the Etobicoke Creek in this area, We request that you take steps to 

insure that this study is started and its finding implemented,

Erin Mills Development. 


It would appear to be one of the very few early houses 
which may be preserved in all of Mississauga. It is 
probably the most important home from an architectural 

and historical standpoint in the city of Mississauga. 

The adamson House is one of the few really important, 
early homes remaining in the Peel Region and it is without 
doubt the most noteworthy house in all of the Erin Millis 
Development holdings. The architectural significance of 
this particular house has been recognized by professionals 
in the field including Professors Anthony Adamson and 

Eric Arthur. 


1. Mr. Peter Styrmo, Chief Museums Adviser for the province,, 
and Mrs. D. Duncan, Museums Adviser, visited the Adamson 
house and as a result Mrs. Duncan wrote on July 2, 1974, 
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that "The Adamson House is indeed a very fine structure, 
without parallel in this part of Ontario, and worthy of 
preservation in its present location. However, the 
economics of a preservation-restoration project are quite 
extensive and a strong funding base, plus a viable use 
for the building, must be found before you proceéu.” 


2. The authoritative book, The Ancest ras aa "Domestic 
Architecture of Upper bana a" by Miss Marion Macrae 
and Prof. Anthony Adamson, P- 204, states "As an 
individual composition of space divisions, the glazing 
of the window and the door sidelights in the Adamson 
Cottage finds no peer until one reaches either Queenston 


or Kingston.” 


Present Status: 


For the past three years the Board of the Peel County 
Historical Society has been working with Erin Mills 
Development to save this building and the first action was 
to arrange for improved water, sewage, electrical and 

heat services to make the house more liveable. Erin 
Mills elopment funded these works and has entered into 
rental agreements whereby the tenants have rent-free 
accommodation on the condition that no internal or external 
change? to the house are made without approval of Erin Mills 
Development. These agreements are three-way between the 
tenant, Erin Mills Development and the Peel County Historical 
Society. Without tenants this house would be vandalized and 
lost forever. The owners have arranged to have the eave 
troughs replaced, the broken glass replaced and reglazed and 
the exterior woodwork stained in the spring of 1975. 


tus: 
The Board of the Peel County Historical Society has met with 
senior executives of Erin Mills Development to discuss the 
best method of preserving the house. At the present time 
Erin Mills Development remains uncommitted as to how it 
wishes to proceed. Since Erin Mills Development is the 
owner, the Peel County Historical Society is, of course, in 
a very weak position and can act only as an adviser. 


Cost of Restoration: 
Approximately $60,000.00. 


Involvement of Councils: 


It should be acknowledged that this building and the 
necessary property is very important to the historical 
development of the Region and the City of Mississauga. 
Since the development of the land and the necessary 
public funding for this project is controlled by both 
Councils, it is requested that the Councils advise the 
Peel County Historical Society regarding their intended 
involvement.

It is recommended that the Adamson House and sufficient 
property be preserved for posterity. 


Erin Mills Development is most interested in controlling 
the use of the house and has indicated an unwillingness 
to sell the property at the present time. Accordingly, 
4t is desirable to enter into an agreement whereby 

Erin Mills Development restores the house under the 
direction of a competent historical architect. 


It is recommended that the necessary steps be taken 

to place this historical site in public ownership 

at a time mutually convenient to Erin Mills Development 
and the Councils involved.

Dear Mayor Dobkin: -. 


Some three years ago the Provincial 
Government announced that a private firm would 
construct a liquid waste disposal plant near the 
St. Lawrence Cement Piant in the Clarkson indus- 
trial area. At the time the Hon. George Kerr, 
the Minister responsible stated that this plant 
would provide a central facility for the disposal 
of all manner of organic, inorganic and biological 
wastes for the Toronto-Hamilton area. 


At the time I strongly opposed the building 
of the plant on several grounds and corresponded with 
the Reeve of the Town of Mississauga and the individual 
members of Council to convey my misgivings concerning 
the venture. However, the project proceeded to 
construction and is now in operation. 


One of the concerns which I held at the 
time was in connection with the possibility of spills 
of toxic wastes being transported to the plant via 
tanker truck. The plant is not served by rail so 
that all liquid cargoes must reach it over roads 
which lie under the respective jurisdictions of the 
Province, the Regional Municipality of Peel and the 
City of Mississauga.

The attached clipping from the Globe and 
Mail will underlines the reason for my concern. 
Remembering that the Provincial Government has claimed 
that the liquid waste plant will eventually be capable 
of dealing with any manner of liquid waste the possi- 
bilities are definitely frightening. 


Now that the plant is in operation it is 
difficult to see how the City of Mississauga can 
control the manner of toxic substances which may now, 
or later, be transported to the plant on the route 
taken. However, it is not difficult to imagine the 
confusion which would attend a spill of, say, 
biological waste. As far as I am aware there is no 
organization within the jurisdiction of the Province, 
Region or City which is trained or equipped to deal 
with such an eventuality. The matter of responsibility 
would also be a problem - any spill on the Queen 
Elizabeth Way for example would drain to the South 
into Mississauga, and incidentally into the water 
table. Who would then be in charge of cleanup? and 
what of legal responsibility? 


In the recently reported incident the 
hauler of the pollutant was held responsible for 
cleanup. This would seemingly indicate the need 
for some type of Provincial licensing and control. 
These are, however, complex issues and I can only 
recommend that they receive the attention of your 
administration. I suggest they be reviewed with 
a view to establish such agreements as are necessary 
to ensure, first of all that there is some 
responsible organization which would attend to 
cleanup and secondly, to define the matter of 
jurisdiction and legal responsibility.

Dear Mr. Murray: : 


I am in receipt of your letter dated January 14th 
which advises this Authority of the Transportation and Traffic 
Committee's recommendation for additional parking facilities 
at our Port Credit GO Station. 


The GO Transit rail service has been experiencing 
dramatic increases in patronage during the last several months. 
Most of these increases, however, have occurred from stations 
west of Port Credit. While our service is experiencing capacity 
problems, there will be little demand to increase parking at our 
Port Credit Station. I would point out that presently there is some 
parking still available in the north lot and we are renting additional 
land on the south side, from CN, that will provide about 40 more 
spaces. 


You will be aware from recent announcements that we 
plan to pursue the acquisition of double deck equipment which will © 
bring about a significant increase in our equipment capacity. At 
that time we definitely see increased patronage from the Port 
Credit area. To meet this demand we hope to stimulate better 
use of local transit and undoubtedly we will have to provide more 
parking. To meet the demand for more parking, we are currently 
in the process of evaluating virtually all our stations along the 
corridor. 


In summing up then, your Committee may rest assured 
that we are actively pursuing means of increasing our facilities at 
the Port Credit GO Station.

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An Ontario-wide network to bring high-quality 
television reception via microwave tO Mosi com- 
munities of 1,000 households or more has been 
proposed by Beli Canada. 


The network would carry four television chan- 
nels into more than 100 communities, including 
many in the north where reception is poor, or the 
choice of channels is limited. ; 


The signals would be retransmitted 10 resi- 
dences in each community by local cable-TV 
companics. 


Bell has discussed the proposal with repre- 
sentatives of the Canadian Radio and Television 
Commission, and with the federal and provincial 
ministries responsible for communications. 


Approval for the establishment of such a net- 
work would come from government authorities. 
Beil would act only as provider of the trans- 
mission facilities. 


J. C. Thackray, executive vice-president for 
Bell's operations in Ontario, estimated the cost to 
each household at about SO cents a month, with a 
province-wide network including ail major 
centres. 


The network has zen desigred (o facilitate the 
economical and eflicient Geteion of comaiercial 
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content if and when it should be required. The 
construction interval for the total system would 
be approximately two years. However, initial 
communities could be connected about twelve 
months after the project was started. 


“This network could bring a dramatic im- 
provement in television reception in many com- 
munities that now receive only poor-quality 
signals or a limited choice of channels.” said 
Mr. Thackray. 


“At least half of the communities are outside 
the high population belt that runs from Ottawa 
to Windsor, and many are north of the Great 
Lakes, where TV reception has never been 
satisfactory.” 


Mr. Thackray said that Bell Canada is in a 
unique position to provide such a service at a 
reasonable cost, since it already has a widespread 
microwave transmission system throughout the 
province. The proposed television transmission 
network would be carried on the microwave 
system, supplemented by new extensions into 
some communities. 


All proposed communities are either on the 
prescne Microwave sysicil, oF He Hvie thal! one 
hop away. (Microwave systems transmit com- 
munications by beanting signals between towers 
normally located about 30 miles apart.)

Dear Mr. Allen: Re - Proposed Amendments to the 
Official Plan of Mississauga 


We are the owners of a small family farm on Creditview Road, just north 
of Eglinton Avenue, in Mississauga and we wish to let you know our 
feelings regarding a Plan for our area. 


We are of the opinion that the lands on the east side of the Credit 
River (which we have learned are referred to as "the hole in the dough- 
nut") should be permitted to be rezoned and developed at the proper 
time in the normal way because 


(1) of the accessibility of sewers 

(2) of the desirable watershed drainage 

(3) of the convenience and proximity to major expressways 

(4) of the convenience to the proposed Streetsville GO train. 


We believe that Streetsville -- with its transportation facilities, 
community arena, public library, churches, etc. ~~ could provide the 
hub for this section of Mississauga. 


We believe in the free enterprise system. Is it not discrimination 
against these few land owners in the area referred to as “the hole 

in the doughnut" to be restricted to ‘agricultural only' zoning, 

or to be 'frozen to rezoning' when lands for miles around it in every 
direction -- north, west, east and south -- have been allowed to 
develop? 


For years now, the Ontario Government has decreed that no development 
would be permitted in this section. One reason given was the lack 

of available sewers and water in this area. As these services are 

now available, it is our opinion the time has now come when the 

owners of these lands should have the same opportunities as any other 
owners in Mississauga. Surely, the owners inthis part of Mississauga 
should not be further discriminated against by "freezing" the land, or 
zoning it “agricultural only" for an additional period of years. 

(We have heard the term "25 years" mentioned.) 


(Continued) 
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We cannot understand why this particular section should be "frozen". 

It is said perhaps because of the aircraft nose and yet, during the 

past twenty years, many areas much nearer to the airport have been 
permitted to go ahead, namely, Bramalea, Malton in Mississauga, Markland 
Woods and the area around Rathburn and Renforth in Etobicoke, to 
mention but a few of the most recent developments. 


Another point which refutes this statement, in our opinion, is the fact 
that, according to reports in the newspapers, the Ontario Government 

is now planning to start a city around the newly proposed airport 

in Pickering. 


We do not feel that development in this area would harm the eology 

in any way since the Credit Valley Conservation Authority has 
purchased additional acreage to ada to their already developed parkland 
along the Credit River in Mississauga. We further believe that 
sufficient open space should be provided along the expressways and the 
Hydro right-of-ways. It has been our experience that the parkettes 

in Mississauga -- which contain baseball diamonds, tennis courts, 
soccer fields, etc. -- provide excellent recreational facilities and 
are in great demand by the children of the community because of their 
accessibility, for one reason. We would strongly urge that more of 
these parkettes be provided when development occurs. 


The sewers have now been installed along the Credit River (paid for by 
the Ontario taxpayers) but are only being used for properties on the 
west side of the River. Surely, it would be economically feasible 
because of their accessibility to use these services for development 
on the east side of the River as well. We understand the Ontario 
Housing Authority needs serviced land owing to the acute housing 
shortage at this time. It is our opinion that the development of 
these lands would provide much needed competition and might result in 
lower priced homes. 


Mississauga is now beyond the point where it should continue to be 
used for farming only. The traffic has increased greatly. We rent 
acreage two concessions from our farm and know how dangerous it is 
driving farm equipment (tractor with plows, discs, hay wagons attached, 
etc.) along these roads to our barn because of the volume of fast 
traffic. Also it is too expensive an area in which to farm. Because 
of the few farmers still operating in the City of Mississauga, it is 
difficult to get service from Brampton or Milton (the closes farming 
areas) for repairs to farm equipment, farm veterinarian services, 
feed grinding, breeding services, etc. This results, in some cases, 
in the farmer being charged an extra amount for time and distance. 
Farm buildings and fences have been allowed to deteriorate very badly 
in the last fifteen years and most should be replaced. Many of the 
properties no longer have barns now. 


(Continued) 
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If the local papers are correct about future increased taxes, we 
fear residents of Mississauga with small acreages will not be able 
to afford to retain their properties. 


We, therefore, believe that the lands on the east side of the Credit 
River should be allowed to be developed in the same manner and for 
the same reasons as the lands on the west side of the Credit River 
are being developed. 


When you are determining the official land use policies under the new 
Official Plan for Mississauga, we would appreciate it if you would 
place this letter on record as being our views for our property.

(C.0.P.S.) 
Accommodation and Facilities. 


RE: Meeting January 27, 1975. 


You will recall that you and Councillor 
Hazel MacCallion were kind enough to spend some time 
with me discussing the serious situation that exists 
with relation to accommodation and facilities for 
the C.0.P.S. activities. 





C.0,.P.S. has been in operation since 
January 9th, 1968, and has used space in the Canadian 
Arsenal Drill Hall Building since the latter part of 
1968 or the beginning of 1969. This accommodation 
was arranged through the kindness of Colonel Leavens 
and Mr. Frank Haskett, and C.0,.P.S. paid no rent but 
simply paid for the heating costs. 


Unfortunately this arrangement cannot 
now continue, and already part of the building has 
been leased to the Ontario Hydro Electric Power 
Commission. This reduces the available space for us, 
which means a cut-back of our programs. This will 
also mean a reduction in our enrolment of boys and 
girls. 


cont'd.... 
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As you are probably aware, C.0.P.S. 
originated through the Police Department Youth Bureau 
because of a need for Young Peoples’ activities to 
promote citizenship and youth responsibility, 
thereby reducing our youth problems as delinquency, 
etc. 


The activities and programs of this 
Group have been dramatically successful. The 
activities include basie Cadet Training, Camping, 
organization of Three Bands, Judo and related 
Martial Arts, Boxing, Hunter Safety, Swimming (at 
Summer Camp), Basketball and Baseball, Survival 
Courses, Marine Safety, and referral Training Courses 
in British Columbia, Wales, the Maritimes, etc. 


There have been approximately 
Seventeen Hundred (1700) boys and Four Hundred (400) 
girls pass through our Courses. If there was 
sufficient space and facilities, we could easily 
build up the enrolment to Six Hundred (600). The 
present enrolment is somewhat over Three Hundred 
(300), and we may be forced to further reduce this 
number. 


We would like to be able to offer 
this same service to the boys and girls in Malton 
and Streetsville, but the facilities are needed to do so. 


We have about Twelve Adult Volunteers 
and helpers and occasionally parents assist, as 
Mechanics, Painters and Auxiliaries. We, of course, 
make use of our Senior Cadets as Instructors and 
Helpers. 


Our programs offer much more than simply 
recreational activities - they instill discipline, 
responsibility and civic-mindedness, as well as an 
understanding of and a closeness to the Police. We 
do not believe that our results could be achieved 
by paid Staff without the expenditure of large 
amounts of money. 


cont'd. eeeree 
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We are now, almost at the 
crossroads - we must count on either having proper 
space and facilities to continue, oF consider folding 
up the whole scheme. We would very much regret 
decreasing or discontinuing the work, but we cannot 
depend on a "hand-out" from Canadian Arsenals much 
longer. In short, we must apply to the City Council 
for help. Could the Drill Hall Property be purchased 
from the Canadian Arsenals, oF could other space and 
facilities be provided? 


The writer would appreciate being 
placed on the Agenda of the next night meeting of 
Council, which we understand will be on Monday, 
February 24th, 1975, to speak on this problem and to 
enlarge on the details of the C.0.P.S. program, as 
well as answer enquiries. We could also have & small 
Drill Team in attendance and one of our Bands could 
play to open the Meeting.
